PREVENT OVERCAPITAL IZA­ 
TION 


Secretary of State Curry makes a j 
suggestion in his recently published 
report regarding 
the 
official 
ov er­ 
sight of corpora;ions 
by 
the state, 
which should be giv en the 
thought­ 
ful consideration of the next legisla­ 
ture. 
His first thought is that cor­ 
porations should 
be 
compelled 
to 
state their purposes definitely when 
they apply for incorporation papers, 
and should then be confined to the 
carrying out of those purposes. 
This 
would prev ent the granting 
of 
in­ 
definite powers, cov ering practically 
all hum an activ ities, as is the cus­ 
tom at the present time. 
Then he 
would hav e a public 
serv ice 
com­ 
mission appointed, to which all cor­ 
porations 
doing 
business 
in 
the 
state m ust report annually, giv ing a 
complete statem ent of financial con­ 
dition and of receipts and disburse­ 
ments.
